Steelman OK's Loans 


to '46 Corn Growers 


Washington, Nov. 18.— (AP) — 


Stabilization 
Director John 
R. 


Steelman today authorized gov- 
ernment loans to producers of the 
1946 corn crops at 90 per cent of 
the October 1 parity price. 


The loans will be offered by 


the Commodity Credit Corporation. 


Steelman said the agriculture 


department reports that the loan 
program is necessary "to enable 
producers to 
retain 
stocks on 


farms for feeding purposes and to 
stabilize and protect the price of 
corn." 


Agriculture department officials 


said the October 1 parity price 
had not been computed yet. but 
they estimated that it was about 
SI.28 a bushel. This would make 
the loan rate about 51.15 a bushel. 


The corn loan program is re- 


quired by law.

37-year-old garage mechanic and 
a Negro man and woman were 
held without charge today in con- 
nection with the fatal shooting of 
the mechanic's semi-invalid wife 
as her two children lay in an ad- 
joining bedroom. 
' County Sheriff Arthur C. Mos- 
ley said Emil Hutsel, the 
me- 


chanic, related in a signed state- 
ment that he hired the Negro man 
to shoot his 34-year-old wife "to 
put her out of her misery." 


The sheriff said Hutsel told him 


he paid the Negro couple $140 and 
promised them an additional $30 
in his wife's purse on the bedroom 
dresser after the shooting. 


The Negro couple denied par- 


ticipating in the shooting. Mosley 
reported, but said they accepted 
part of the payment. 


Hutsel called authorities early 


Saturday, reporting that he found 
his wife's body with a single bul- 
let wound in the head.

His leg was badly mangled 
by the propeller of his plane as he 
bailed out and Vienna surgeons 
amputated it. For a time his life 
was in jeopardy. 


As he was starting his recov- 


ery, Hoogeveen was admitted to 
the same hospital. The- 
former 


Dutch mariner had been xvounderl 
when Russian airmen si rated 
a 


camp 
near 
Vienna where 
he 


worked as n member of a Nazi la- 
bor battalion. 


Not severely injured. Hoogeveen 


was up and about in a few days. 
Becoming friendly with the. Amer- 
ican flier, the Dutchman used to 
wheel him lo shelter during allied 
air raids and brought him extra 
tidbits of food, when he eould find 
them, to supplement the meager 
hospital diet. 


One of the first things the Rus- 


sians did when they captured Vi- 
enna was to send Hoogeveen and 
the other Dutchmen home. Lt. Mc- 
llhenny was repatriated early this 
year and came to Battle Creek. 


But the American corresponded 


regularly with his Dutch friend 
and Hoogeveen headed this way 
as soon as his ship docked in New 
York last week. Until he sails 
Nov. 23 the two war heroes have 
a lot to talk over.

British foreign secretary Bevin in- 
tends to urge the big-five powers 
of the United Nations today to 
draft a new "code of conduct" re- 
straining use of their veto power 
in the U. N. security council. 


This was disclosed by authoritar- 


tive informants as the big five 
foreign ministers moved to lift the 
veto issue temporarily from the 
U. N. assembly and add it to their 
own already heavy tasks—finish- 
ing the satelite peace treaties and 
beginning German peace talks. 


By such action Bevin and secre- 


tary of state Byrnes were reported 
hopeful they could meet the anti- 
veto criticisms of sma.. nations 
and simultaneously preserve coop- 
eration with Russia. Soviet foreign 
minister Molotov agreed to talk 
things over. The formula of big- 
five private talks was used when 
the charter was written at San 
Francisco. 


The -Jnited Nations itself was 


asked in a sense to sanction the 
procedure. France proposed that 
the assembly's political and secur- 
ity committee drop all veto discus- 
sion today until the foreign minis- 
ters have acted.

Atlantic City, N. J., Nov. 18 — 


(AP)—President 
Philip Murray 


opened the CIO's eighth conven- 
tion today with a declaration that 
the "unprecedented profits" of in- 
dustry constitute 
the 
gravest 


threat ever faced by the American 
people. 


Murray asserted communism of- 


fers a threat to our free econo- 
my, but the "staggering profits" 
of corporations—which 
he 
said 


were running at a $15,000,000.000 
rate this year (after taxes)—are 
"the gravest threat to the main- 
tenance of our system of free en- 
terprice." 


Murray told the estimated 600 


delegates that the coming wage 
struggle would be the convention's 
most important concern. 


Fear GOP Action 


He declared that if Republican 


leaders think the election results 
gave them a mandate to "crucify" 
labor, "they are making a grave 
mistake." 


"No! No!" he shouted. 
"They 


can't do that to the American 
people." 


In defiant and bitter language 


Murray reviewed the 
big CIO 


strikes of last winter and blamed 
them squarely on big business. He 
said no CIO union "precipitated a 
strike." 


He began by saying this would 


be one of the most important of 
all CIO conventions. He also de- 
clared it would be a "unified" 
convention. 


To clear the decks for the wage 


drive, the CIO leadership 
has 


seized the "communist issue" by 
the\horns and forced all elements 
in the organization to subscribe 
to a strong anti-communist declar- 
ation.
